Between forty 
and 100 convicts were in the room, 
Gillihan said, when the three men 
seized and bound Lee Scholes, lone 
guard there, and with automatic 
pistols in their hands made a dash 
for the main entrance to the prison 
grounds, firing at every guard they 
met, 

The shots attracted from 
all parts of the prison to the scene 
and under a heavy fire the con- 
victs were forced to take refuge 
in the dining-room, a _ two-story 
brick building in the center of the 
Prison grounds.

“We had been studying these 
bearings for some time,” he ex- 
plained, “without much satisfac- 
tion, when a fifth bearing came in 
from Point Arguello.”

Regarding tariff com- 
mission we can order investigation 
on our initiative only after con- 
sultation with President who fa- 
vors correction of inequalities but 
op unnecessary © disturbance 
of business. President much in- 
terested in problems of farmers and 
favors protection for raw material 
as well as manufactured products 
when necessary to save an Amer- 
ican industry.

PEKING, Oct. 3.—Cwing to in- 
ternal trade disruption decrease in 
exports and the Japanese boycott, 
China’s surplus from the customs 
receipts for the first nine months 
of this year shows a shortage of 
$3,250,000 (Mexican) over the same 
period of last year.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Recent 
official reports covering the nine 
years of governmental operation 
of the Panama Canal show that 
for the entire period the canal has 
earned a net profit of $16,031,- 
852.39. The report further states 
that the canal is purely a govern- 
mental enterprise, constructed. 
owned operated by the United 
States rnment. It further 
states that during the nine years 
of operation the total number — 


anal has 20,474 carrying 
$4,284,474 tons of cargo. 

Judging from the comment of 
the press, public opinion is satis- 
fied that this is a good showing: 
that the Panama Canal is paying 
for itself in dollars and cents. 

But the net profits of the opera- 
tion of the Panama Canal in so far 
as thie country and the Western 
Hemisphere are concerned cannot 
be estimated in dollars and cents; 
they are beyond calculation, for 
the canal has become the key of 
our national defense, and the very 


foundation of the commercial de- bers 


velopment of the western areas of 
Central and South America. 
Without the canal we would be 
obliged to maintain two enormous 
fleets for naval protection; with- 
out the canal our defensive coast 
line would be extended down 
around Cape Horn, as witness the 


trip of the battleship Oregon from 


the Pacific Coast to Cuba by the 
long southern route in 1898. 
Further than this, the ama 
Canal has made the international 
movement in the Western Hemis- 
phere called Pan-Americanism «a 
reality. We own it and operate it, 


as the report has it, but it has; 


become a Pan-American 
tion. 


EXPORTS INCREASED 

T read with satisfaction from a 
report of our Department of Cum- 
merce that in the seven months of 
1923 ending with July 1, our gain 
in Latin-American exports over 
that of the corresponding months 
of 1922 in Ecuador has been 
per cent, in Columbia 28 per cent, 
in Peru 37 per cent, in Chile 56 
per cent, while our Latin-American 
imports during the corresponding 
and in the case of Chile 120 per 
and in the case of Chili 120 per 
cent, the total of exports and im- 
ports being $1,060,220,000. Without 
the great waterway across the 
Isthmus such a record would be 
im possible. 

The Panama Cana! is the ben- 
evolent channel through which 
flows most of the commerce of 
the South American west coast. 
The same is becoming increasingly 
true with respect to the west coast 
of Central America. It must be 
admitted that part of our increase 
in commerce with Latin America

is due to the investment of Ameri- 
can money which is going to the 
Latin-American republics in in- 
creasing volume, ut the canal 
opened the way to these inves- 
ments and is a guarantee of 
further investments and a greater 


|} Volume of trade as time goes on. 


Such an agency as the Panama 
Canal, a boon to world commerce. 
and of priceless value politically 
and economically to the Western 
Hemisphere, must de guarded as 
the apple of our eye. 

Recent combined naval man- 
oeuvers resulted in the theoretical 
destruction of the canal locks by 
the Pacific or Black Fleet,” and 
both Secretary of War Weeks, and 
Secretary of the Navy Denby, 
called attention to the vulnerabill- 
ty of the canal now that aviation 
hes taken its place as an offensive 
fighting arm. The War Department 
now proposes to establish an air 
route from the United States to the 
Canal Zone by way of Mexico and 
Central America as an added safe- 
guard in the defense of the canal. 


ANOTHER ONE URGED 
Our late President Harding and 
members of his Cabinet made pub- 
lic the statement that an additional 
canal should be built 


to our defensive 
bow, and to guarantee us an artery 
through which our fleecta may be 
for the defense of either 
coast. Until such another cana! 
is built, We must take every mea- 
sure for the protection of the 
Panama waterway. One important 
factor in that defense is the con- 
tinued era of good feeling between 
the United States and the Central 
American republics. This good 
feeling can be strengthened and 
the Central American republics be 
assisted in maintaining strong. 
stabilized governments if we in- 
crease our trade relations through- 
out that section of Latin-America, 
for with national ty 
comes general contentment, which 
means national strength. 

In the last seven months our ex- 
port trade has increased 26% per 
cent in Central America over that 
of the corresponding period in 
1922, and our import trade about 
60 per cent during the same 
period. This is encouraging, but 
falls far short of what should be 
our effort in this part of the world.

Attorney-General Rules That 
. They Are Illegal 


Bankers Say Decision Will 
Not Affect Los Angeles 
Local Institutions Are Only 
Offices, is Assertion 


Atty.-Gen. Daugherty’s decision 
In Washington yesterday that na- 
tional banks are prohibited by law 
from engaging in branch-banking 
does not affect the operations of 
the two Los Angeles banks that 
operate branch offices in the opin- 
ion of J. E. Fishburn, president of 
the Merchants’ National Bank, and 
of W. A. Bonygne, Jr., vice-presi- 
dent and acting head of the Com- 
mercial National Bank. Both 


| bankers. assert that their offices 


are merely teller’s windows, and 
do not participate in general bank- 
ing business. 
Fishburn said that the At- 
torney-General’s decision, as he un- 
derstood it, refers only to the 
‘naintenance of branch banks, and. 
not to operation of banking of- 
fices. The Merchants’ National, 
said, has established sev- 
eral offices for the convenience of 
its depositors, and obtained the 
consent of the Comptroller of the 
Currency for this departure. The 
purchase of securities, or the busi- 
ness of making 
handled by these offices. , 

The Commercial National Bank 
was the first national bank in the 
United States to establish branch 
offices, and secured the approval of 
the Comptrol of the Currency 
for their operation, according to 
Mr. Bonynge. He believes that 
the Washington announcement has 
no bearing on the banking situa- 
tion here. 
If the Attorney-General's deci- 
sion it confirmed by the Supreme 
Court in the branch-banking case 
now being heard against a t.

Conservative Attitude Marks Business ; e of 
Compensation Insurance; Reserve C 


* 


Discussing the business outlook, 
the Mechanics and Metals National 
Bank of New York in its Octdber 
letter to customers, says: 

“A feeling of conservatism 

marks the business situation in the 
United States at the present time. 
yet the buying of goods is large 
and steady, prices for the most part 
are well maintained, and produc- 
tion continues on an active scale. 


The underlying base for a contin- 
uation of good business is still firm, 
and one favorable aspect contrib- 
uting to insure continued activity 
of production is the absence of any 
undue accumulations of unsold 
goods on sellers’ shelves. This does 
not mean that there is any notable 
dearth, but it does signify that 
output in the immediate future will 
not be interfered with by reason 
of unsold stocks of previous pro- 
duction. 

“So far as wage scales are con- 
cerned, there has not been any 
let-down, although industries 
which are paying high wages and 
at the same time aigh prices for 
raw materials are not in the most 
favorable position when it comes 
to matching their expenses against 
income. One feature of the indus- 
trial situation in the United States 
throughout 1923, and one that has 
an important bearing on the out- 
lok, is the comparctiveyl small 
margin of profit left to the pro- 
ducer, manufacturer and distribu- 
tor, after their expenses are taken 
care of. 

“Business has operated, and i« op- 
erating, under the handicap of ex- 
cessive labor costs, and though 
it has been possibie to pass a part 
of ‘“ burden on to the consuming 
publik, through the general rise 
in prices, the margin of profits 
among the country's industries has 
been measurably curtailed. The 

roblem of expenses geared up 
high. with prices possibly working 
to lower standards, is something to 


consider for the future, particu- 
larly if there is any pronounced 
decline in consumers’ demand. 


Wage scales are always flexible on 
the up-grade, but on the down- 
grade there is a marked resist- 
ance to adjustment, which leads to 
strikes and needless costs and 

ships. 

“As a test of the country's state 
of mind, recent events have proved 
this .to be far from sensitive. A 
change in the Presidency, & coal 
strike, an unprecedented calamity 
in Japan, an appearance of war 
clouds in Europe and a climax in 
the Ruhr  controversy—all these 
have failed appreciably to influ- 
ence the business or financial fab- 
ric of the country. 80 far as the

Streams of milk aggregating 
nearly 100,000 gallons daily , flow 
constantly from dairies within a. 
radius of sixty-five miles to the 
breakfast tables of Los Angeles 
people, or an amount sufficient to 
place one pint beside the plate of | 
every person in the city on the 
basis of the latest census figures. 

Nearly 60,000 cows owned on 
over 1800 dairy farms are the, 
source of this supply, and of this 
number, 75 per cent are in Los An- 
gelesw county. Orange, Riverside, 
San Bernardino, Ventura and Kern 
counties each market a portion of 
their milk in this city, but the 
major part comes from points 
closer to the metropolitan market. 

Harold E. Craig, assistant direc- 
tor of research for the First Na- 
tional and Pacific-Southwest Trust 
and Savings banks, whose investi- 
gations revealed the foregoing 


facts, says that the production of | 


milk in Southern California is in- 
creasing from 16 to 18 per cent 
annually, or in proportion to the 
growth in population of this city.“ 
The total output of milk in 1921 
sold here amounted to 69,487 gal- 
lons from 22.965 cows. For the 
year ended June 30, 1923, this had 
been Increased to 99,574 gallons. 
from 59.891 cows. 

Los Angeles turns to the San 
Joaquin Valley. Mr. Craig says, for 
its cream. Each day, 3576 galions | 
of cream, or 32,000 pints are | 
brought by fast train from the, 
dairies in the San Joaquin Valley 
to the consumers here. Of this 
amount, approximately 1500 gl 
lons are used on the breakfast 
tables, and the remainder is util-| 
ized by the tice cream ‘manufac- 
turers. San Joaquin dairies supply 
only 10,792 gallons of fresh milk 
dajly. 

Mr. Craig estimates that 75 to 
80 per cent of the 100,000 gailons 
of milk consumed in Los Angeies 
is distributed as fresh milk, while 
the balance goes into by-products, 
principally skim milk, cream, and 
cottage cheese. 

The wholesale dairies supplying 
the milk total 755 in Los Angeles 
county on which there are 18,443 
cows producing 68,306 gallons. 
Riverside county owns 110 dairies’ 
which cater to the trade here, and 
Orange county, 105. San Bernar- 
dino county dairies number seven- 
ty-nine, and one each in Ventura 
and Kern counties are drawn upon 
3 the dealers here for their sup- 
pay.

Legality of Torrens 


Hearing Just t Opened in Federal Court 


May be Determined at 


A hearing that will go far toward determining the legality of 
the Torrens Land Title Act in California is now in progress before 
United States District Judge Bledsoe.

amine court records and proceed- 
ings in the matter. 

Another point is whether a per- 
don must exercise reasonable dtn 
gence when securing a title under 
the Torrens law, or whether it is 
final as to ownership no matter 
how secured. If the court holds 
for the plaintiff corporation, and 
the judgment is affirmed by the 
Circuit Court of Appeal, it will 
mean that the Torrens Land Act 
is useless as a final arbiter of title, 
and that even under that enact- 
ment, it will be necessary to look 
into the records to see that the 
property is clear of all incum- 
brances—a task that is done by

Justice Waste Lauds Good 
Sense in Settling Disputes 
at Polls : 


7 


“Passion and prefudice have no 
place in the make-up of the Amer!- 
can people,” declared Hon. William 
H. Waste, Associate Justice of the 
State Supreme Court, in an address 
yesterday before the Masonic Club 
at the Alexandria. 

“I rejoice in the sense, 
sound judgment and fair play of 
the people of Oklahoma,” continued 
Judge Waste. “Oklahoma main- 
tains her self-respect. Her citizens 
decided to settle their differences at 
the polls, in the good old-fashioned 
way, as true American citizens.” 

The speaker cited numerous 
court cases in which passion and 
prejudice on the part of the juries, 
attorneys and witnesses had pre- 
vented fair trials of the accused 
and he pleaded with his hearers 
to steer clear of those sharp rocks 
upon which not only individuals 
but whole nations have been 
wrecked. 

Reviewing briefly the history of 
the thirteen colonies following the 
Revolution, Judge Waste declared 
that this country would not now be 
blessed with the Constitution upon 
which the Union rests had it not 
been for the sanity and self-con- 
trol of the men who composed and 
signed that immortal document. 


WRIGHT ACT FOUGHT
